OCEAN FRONTAGE 
According to Everett E. Powell, 
land acquisition supervisor for the 
division, th e estate' would provide

restaurant, which the state would 
operate for a time as a part of 
the park system.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Middle East Situation Hits 
Peak That Deserves Attention 


Political instability in the Middle East 
is focusing new attention on the Hashemite 
Kingdom of 
Jordan, 
traditionally 
allied 
with Great Britain and Iraq. 
These two 
states, in turn, are allied with Pakistan, 
Turkey, and Iran in the Middle East Treaty 
Organization (M .E.T.O .) established in No­ 
vember under the so-called Baghdad Pact 


for mutual defense. 
Jordan on Nov. 20 announced 
that 
it 
would remain outside the Baghdad treaty 
organization for the time being. 
Britain 
promptly stepped up efforts to get Jordan 
to participate. 
But on Dec. 19 the pro- 
Western Premier, Hazzaa M ajali, who had 
taken office only five days before on a pol­ 
icy of joining the pact, resigned in the face 
of widespread anti-pact rioting. 
Sentiment in Amman, the capital, is said 
to favor entry into M .E.T.O . But the alli­ 
ance is strongly opposed by the Jordanians 
on the west side of the Jordan R iver on the 
ground that it would take the people’s at­ 
tention away from the plight of the Pales­ 
tinian (Arab) refugees in that part of Jo r­ 


dan. 
T he new caretaker government is pledged 
to refrain from dealing with “political ques­ 
tions” and from 
binding itself to “any 
treaties or obligations” pending elections. 
Jordan is being pressured to stay out of 
M .E.T.O . by Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arabia, 
who have offered financial aid to replace 
help from Britain until after the spring 
elections. T h e Baghdad Pact also is a major 
target of Soviet Russia. 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
on Oct. 12 declared: “T h e conclusion of the 
Baghdad Pact meant the formation of a 
military grouping . . . which is an instru­ 
ment of certain aggressive circles that are 
not interested in the consolidation of peace 
and international security.” 
Great Britain on Nov. 28 announced the 


“gift” of 10 Vampire jet fighters—valued at 
$560,000—to Jordan’s Air Force. T h is was 
in line with the long-term British policy of 
military aid to Jordan. 


Jordan, the Biblical land of Edom and 
Moab, and once the Lordship of Oultre- 
Jourdain in the Latin Kingdom of Jeru ­ 
salem, was conquered from the Turks by 
Britain in W orld W ar I. In 1920 Jordan 
was separated from the Palestine mandate 
and the following year it was placed under 
the rule of Abdullah ibn Hussein. Britain in 
1925 recognized Jordan’s autonomy under 


mandate. 


Jordan cooperated fully with Britain in 
W orld W ar II, and on Mar. 22, 
1946, 
Britain terminated the mandate and recog­ 
nized Jordan’s full 
and 
complete 
inde­ 
pendence. A mutual assistance treaty signed 


on the same date was revised on Mar. 15, 
1948. 


T h e Arab Legion, Jordan’s principal m ili­ 
tary force, totals some 20,000 men organized 
into two divisions. It is generally agreed to 
be the most effective force among all Arab 
armies. 
British-trained 
and 
British-sub­ 
sidized, the Legion has been commanded 
since 1939 by a British officer, Lt. Gen. John 
Bagot Glubb (Glubb Pasha). 


T he British control of the Arab Legion 
is a factor in the present unrest in Jordan. 
Arab officers are reported to have petitioned 
for the replacement of Glubb by one of their 
own, and some of the officers who signed the 
petition either have resigned or have been 


dismissed. 


And some of the anti-pact faction, with an 
eye to the forthcoming elections, are spread­ 
ing the report that the Legion is regularly 
voted at the polls en bloc to favor British 


policy. 


The situation is one which deserves our 
closest attention. 


Good Loan Is Never Wrong 


No less an authority than th« Federal R e­ 
serve Board has said that the increase in 
installment debt is not serious. Although 
installment debt lose $5 billion fn 1955, the 
board's monthly bulletin said that the bur­ 
den of debt had increased only moderately.

'Killer' Flood 


Argues For 


Feather Dam 


By JAMES C. ANDERSON 


SACRAMENTO 
(U.R) — T h e 
“killer” flood at Yuba City has 
provided a powerful argument 
for immediate construction of a 
dam on the Feather river—the 
key unit of 
the 
$1,500,000,000 
Feather River Project. 
The FR P has been hung up 
in the 
Legislature 
ever 
since 
1951. 
The 
project 
has 
been 
caught between the crossfire of 
sectional interests, 
become 
in 
some respects a purely partisan 
political issue and has been im­ 
peded by critics who claim the 
project is not financially or en- 
gineeringly feasible. 
But it is expected, when the 
Legislature returns next March, 
that a good many minds in both 
houses may be ready to vote to 
get on with the Feather River 
Dam at Oroville, if nothing else, 
simply as a flood control proj­ 
ect. 


GOV. GOODWIN J. KNIGHT, 
after an inspection tour of the 
flood-striken Yuba 
City, 
was 
struck by the contrast between 
that city and Sacramento and 
other valley towns which re­ 
mained dry thanks 
to 
Folsom 
dam and Shasta dam. 
“This whole thing might not 
have happened if we had a dam 
on the Feather river,” Knight 
told newsmen. 
Congressman Clair Engle CD- 
Red Bluff) announced as soon as 
news of the floods hit Washing­ 
ton newspapers that he intends 
to introduce at the next session 
of Congress a bill appropriating 
100 million dollars as the federal 
government’s 
contribution 
to­ 
ward construction of a dam on 
the Feather. 
Engle pointed out that flood 
control is a federal responsibility 
and that flood control benefits 
from a dam 
on 
the 
Feather 
would be at least 100 million dol­ 
lars. 


THE CONGRESSMAN said the 
way to stop floods was to build 
dams. And he cited Folsom dam 
on the American river as an ex­ 
ample. 
“Folsom paid for itself in the 
first years,” he said. “The city 
of Sacramento would have been 
flooded without it.” 
Engle 
said 
construction 
of 
Feather dam 
should 
start 
“at 
once.” 
“The arguments 
about 
who 
should get the water such a dam 
would store could be settled dur­ 
ing the five years it takes to 
build the dam,” he added. 
Knight and the members of 
the Legislature can 
take 
one 
positive step in March toward 
early construction of the dam. 
* 


RETIRED STATE Engineer A. 
D. Edmonston, the “father” of 
the Feather River project, left 
behind him as his last official 
act in office, a proposed budget 
for the FRP for the 1956-57 fis­ 
cal year of $7 353,000. 
In the pre-flood era when the 
budget was submitted, some leg­ 
islators 
and 
s t a t e 
officials 
thought Edmonston’s request was 
too high. 
The 
California W ater 
Proj­ 
ect Authority passed the Ed­ 
monston proposal on to Director 
of Finance John M. Peirce with­ 
out 
comment. 
The 
authority 
neither endorsed it nor opposed 
it. 
Peirce and Knight, at last re­ 
ports, still had not decided if 
the Edmonston budget request 
would be submitted to the Legis­ 
lature as the official recommen­ 
dation of the Knight adminis­ 
tration. 


BUT A DECISION will have 
to be 
made 
soon. 
And 
with 
Knight on record as saying that 
a dam on the 
Feather 
might 
have prevented the Yuba City 
tragedy, chances are the admin­ 
istration will approve the Ed­ 
monston request. 
That budget proposal wouldn’t 
start actual construction on the 
dam next year. But it would ac­ 
quire the site of both the dam 
and the San Luis reservoir in 
Merced County, finance detailed 
construction plans 
and 
make 
final surveys on the upper river. 
Proponent* 
of 
the 
Feather 
River are almost certain to argue 
that a vote for the Edmonston 
budget proposal is a vote against 
floods. Politically speaking it’s 
going to be difficult during an 
election year to justify a vote 
against such an argument.

Ike Has Date To Tell 


All On Election Plans

WASHINGTON (U.R)—The year 
during which President Eisen­ 
hower suggested newsmen cease 
pestering him about 
a 
second 
term is almost up. He has a date 
now with the reporters to tell 
all on next March 2. 


Considering all the old and 
new circumstances relating to his 
likely political activity, March 2 
seems to be about the time the 
nation may expect to hear from 
Eisenhower on his 1956 plans. If 
he delays 
much 
beyond 
that 
time, the President may fairly 
be accused of stalling. Some of 
his White House associates favor 
a stall. 


THEY HAVE in mmd a “hold­ 
ing action” 
in 
which 
various 
friendly 
favorite 
son 
stooges 
would obtain control of 
state 
delegations and rack the con­ 
vention votes up for last-minute 
delivery either to Eisenhower or 
a candidate of his choice at San 
Francisco next August. There is 
no evidence yet that the Presi­ 
dent will buy that one. 


It seems more likely that he 
will make more or less good on 
his promise of March 2, 1955, to 
his new’s conference that day. 
Pressed for information on sec­ 
ond term prospects, Eisenhower 
said: 


“I W ILL TELL you, if we can 
have a complete moratorium on 
it, I might make a date, let’s say, 
a year from today.” 


There would be solid precedent 
for it if the President has done 
considerable pondering 
of 
the 
second term problem during his 
Key West vacation from which 
he will return next week. Former 
President Harry S. Truman made 
his big political decision while 
vacationing there in December, 
1951. 


William D. Hassett, 
then

White 
House secretary, recalls 
thdt the boss sprang 
the 
bad 
news at a Key West dinner par­ 
ty in the first week of Decem­ 
ber. To his 14 guests Truman 
confided that he would not seek 
another White House term. 


HASSETT 
REMARKED

Rear Adm. Robert L. Dennison, 
the naval aide, that two couldn’t 
keep a secret, much less 14. Tru­ 
man’s was well kept, however, 
until March of 
the 
following 
year, when he announced his re­ 


tirement at a Jefferson dinner 
speech here. 
The 
Constitution 
had 
been 
amended some time earlier to 
limit 
presidential 
tenure, 
but 
Truman 
was 
exempted 
from 
that. 
President Calvin Coolidge also 
chose a vacation spot to make 
his greatest 
political 
decision. 
Eisenhower’s heart attack was 
scarcely a greater jolt to the Re­ 
publican Party than the state­ 
ment which came from Coolidge 
in the Black Hills of South Da­ 
kota in August, 1927. Scrawled 
on slips of paper. Coolidge had 
passed it to reporters: 


“I DO NOT CHOOSE to run 
for president in 1928.”

Coolidge contributed not a single 
word. The debate raged over the 
question: Does he mean it? A 
great many Republican leaders, 
especially the old guard men who 
opposed nomination of Herbert 
Hoover, believed Coolidge mere­ 
ly had indicated a disinclination 
to run. They were confident he 
would accept a draft nomination. 
The draft never came. When 
the 1928 Republican Convention

However, since no transfer of

nance or resolution. Those many 
counties which have appointed 
administrators in 
recent 
years 
have followed this simple legal 
procedure. 


We would also like to reiterate 
that this is no sudden step. The 
board of supervisors over the 
past five years have held many 
public discussions of the need 
for an administrative officer, at 
the urgency of tne grand jury 
and 
other 
organizations. 
The 
Farm Bureau, the American As­

V a l l e y , 
the 
Asscoiated

Middle East Situation Hits 
Peak That Deserves Attention 


Political instability in the Middle East 
is focusing new attention on the Hashemite 
Kingdom of Jordan, 
traditionally allied 
with Great Britain and Iraq. 
These two 
states, in turn, are allied with Pakistan, 
Turkey, and Iran in the Middle East T reaty 
Organization (M.E.T.O.) established in No­ 
vember under the so-called Baghdad Pact 
for mutual defense. 
Jordan on Nov. 20 announced that it 
would remain outside the Baghdad treaty 
organization for the time being. 
B ritain 
prom ptly stepped up efforts to get Jordan 
to participate. 
But on Dec. 19 the pro- 
W estem Premier, Hazzaa Majdli, who had 
taken office only five days before on a pol­ 
icy of joining the pact, resigned in the face 
of widespread anti-pact rioting. 
Sentiment in Amman, the capital, is said 
to favor entry into M.E.T.O. But the alli­ 
ance is strongly opposed by the Jordanians 
on the west side of the Jordan River on the 
ground that it would take the people’s at­ 
tention away from the plight, of the Pales­ 
tinian (Arab) refugees in that part of Jor­ 
dan. 
The new caretaker government is pledged 
to refrain from dealing with “political ques­ 
tions’* and from binding itself to "any 
treaties or obligations'* pending elections. 
Jordan is being pressured to stay out of 
M.E.T.O. by Egypt, Syria and Saudi Arabia, 
who have offered financial aid to replace 
help from Britain until after the spring 
elections. T he Baghdad Pact also is a m ajor 
target of Soviet Russia. 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
on Oct. 12 declared: “The conclusion of the 
Baghdad Pact meant the formation of a 
military grouping . . . which is an instru­ 
ment of certain aggressive circles that are 
not interested in the consolidation of peace 
and international security.’* 
G reat Britain on Nov. 28 announced the 


“gift" of 10 Vampire jet fighters—valued at 
$560,000—to Jordan's A ir Force. This was 
in line w ith the long-term British 'policy of 
military' aid to Jordan. 
Jordan, the Biblical land of Edom and 
Moab, and once the Lordship of Oultre- 
Jourdain in the Latin Kingdom of Jeru­ 
salem, was conquered from the Turks by 
Britain in W orld W ar I. In 1920 Jordan 
was separated from the Palestine mandate 
and the following year it was placed under 
the rule of Abdullah ibn Hussein. Britain in 
192$ recognized Jordan’s autonomy under 
mandate. 
Jordan cooperated fully w ith Britain in 
W orld W ar II, and on M ar. 22, 1946, 
Britain term inated the m andate and recog­ 
nized Jordan’s full and complete inde­ 
pendence. A mutual assistance treaty signed 
on the same date was íevised on Mar. 15, 
1948.;fj';;; 
. 
. 
T h e A rab Legion, Jordan's principal mili­ 
tary force, totals some 20,000 men organized 
into two divisions. It is generally agreed to 
be the most effective force among all Arab 
armies. 
British-trained 
and 
British-sub­ 
sidized, the Legion has been commanded 
since 1939 by a British officer, Lt. Gen. John 
Bagot G lubb (Glubb Pasha). 


T he British control of the Arab Legion 
is a factor in the present unrest in Jordan. 
Arab officers are reported to have petitioned 
for the replacement of Glubb by one of their 
own, and some of the officers wrho signed the 
petition either have resigned or have been 
dismissed. 
And some of the anti-pact faction, with an 
eye to the forthcoming elections, are spread­ 
ing the report that the Legion is regularly 
voted at the polls en bloc to favor British 
policy.

SB ’Flood 
Argues For 


Feather Dam

SACRAMENTO 
(U.FD — T h e 
“killer” flood at Yuba City has 
provided a powerful argument 
for immediate construction of a 
dam on the Feather river—the 
key 'unit of 
the 
$1,500;000,000 
Feather River Project 
The FRP has been hung up 
in the Legislature ever since 
1951. 
The 
project 
has 
been 
caught between the crossfire of 
sectional interests, 
become 
in 
some respects a purely partisan 
political issue and has been im­ 
peded by critics who claim the 
project is not financially or en- 
gineeringly feasible. 
But it is expected, when the 
Legislature returns next March, 
that a good many minds In 'both 
house*' may be ready to vote 'to 
get on with the 'Feather River 
Dam at Oroville, if nothing else, 
simply as a flood control proj­ 
ect. 


GOV. GOODWIN J. KNIGHT, 
after an inspection tour of the 
flood-striken Yuba 
City, 
was 
struck by the contrast between 
that city and Sacramento and 
other valley towns which re-, 
mained dry thanks to Folsom 
dam and Shasta dam. 
“This whole thing might not 
have happened If we had a dam 
on the Feather river,” Knight 
told newsmen. 
Congressman Clair Engle (D- 
Red Bluff) announced as soon as 
news of the floods hit Washing­ 
ton newspapers that he intends 
to introduce at the next session 
of Congress a bill appropriating 
100 million dollars as the federal 
government’s 
contribution 
to­ 
ward construction of a dam on 
the 'Feather. 
Engle .pointed out that flood 
control is a federal responsibility 
and that flood control benefits 
from a dam 
on 
the 
Feather 
would be at least 100 million dol­ 
lars. 


THE CONGRESSMAN said the 
way to stop floods was to build 
darns. And he cited Folsom dam 
on the American river as an ex­ 
ample. 
“Folsom paid for itself in the 
first years,” he said.

RETIRED STATE Engineer A. 
D. Edmonston, the “father” of 
the Feather River project, left 
behind him as his last official 
act in office, a proposed budget 
for the FRP for the 1956-57 fis­ 
cal year of $7 353,000. 
In the pre-flood era when the 
budget was submitted, some leg­ 
islators 
and 
s t a t e 
officials 
thought Edmonston’s request was 
too high. 
The California Water Proj­ 
ect Authority passed the Ed­ 
monston proposal on to Director 
of Finance John M. Peirce with­ 
out 
comment. 
The 
authority 
neither endorsed it nor opposed 
lt. 
Peirce and Knight, at last re­ 
ports, still had not decided if 
the Edmonston budget request 
would be submitted to the Legis­ 
lature as the official recommen­ 
dation of the Knight adminis­ 
tration. 


BUT A DECISION will have 
to be made soon. And 
with 
Knight on record as saying that 
a dam on the Feather 
might 
have prevented the Yuba City 
tragedy, chances are the admin­ 
istration will approve the Ed­ 
monston request. 
That budget proposal wouldn’t 
start actual construction on the 
dam next year. But it would ac­ 
quire the site of both the dam 
and the San Luis reservoir in 
Merced County, finance detailed 
construction plans 
and

final surveys on the upper river. 
Proponent* of

Feather 
River are almost certain to argue 
that a vote for the Edmonston 
budget proposal is a vote against 
floods. Politically speaking it’s 
going to be difficult during an 
election year to Justify a vote 
against such an argument.

All On Election Plans

WASHINGTON 0J.B—The year 
during which President Eisen­ 
hower suggested newsmen cease 
pestering him about a second 
term is almost up. He has a date 
now with the reporters to tell 
all on next March 2.

It may be fairly argued that 
there is no other course for the 
Republicans to follow because 
of the President's situation.

But Bill’s service to yachting did 
not cease w ith doctors’ orders to 
take it easy.

A1 tough not native to M arin County the porcupine is a com­ 
mon animal of the Sierras. Nature equipped him with a very 
adequate defense, at least on appearance. 
Porcupines are not offensive animals and rely almost entirely 
on their sharp long spines for protection. Despite the spines 
m any animals have developed a taste for porcupines and feed 
on them whenever possible. Predatory animals w ill roll the por­ 
cupine over and attack the more exposed underside. M ountain 
lions are particularly fond of them, which accounts for the fact 
that mountain lions killed in porcupine country w ill usually have 
festered wounds resulting from the quills they couldn't avoid. 
Trees are essential to porcupines because they feed on the 
bark from a large tree that they have holed up in. 
As can be seen, a large number of porcupines can ruin m any 
actes of timbered country— that's why they are unpopular w ith 
timber men. They V ere formerly protected in m any areas because 
they are edible and provide a source of easily killed food for 
stranded woodsmen. Porcupines are slow moving and when 
chased on foot can easily be killed w ith a heavy stick if hit on 
the end of the nose. 
The porcupine is the dnly anim al in North America with 
long sharp quills, so identification should be a simple matter. 
Although it is a rodent, it resembles no other rodent w ith the 
possible exception of the beaver, which is ab ,ut the same size 
M any campei s in wooded areas have met the porcupines in ­ 
directly through his craving for salt. He w il chew boots canoe 
paddles and clothing, to name a few items, in an effort to get 
the salt left from perspiration. 
He cannot throw his quills, but certainly can lash out with 
his short, spine-studded tai!-~and if you are close enough to 
be hit you will have a leg or hand lull of quills that are'both 
painful and hard to remove.

Y oungsters 
And Schools 
Grow Up 


D uring early years, school let 
out for a long winter vacation; 
from Thanksgiving into M arch. 
One 
wonders 
how 
instructors 
were able to accomplish all they

the brief eight month 
school year. 
Teachers taught private school 
during long winter evenings, in 
order to add to their meager 
wages, 
which 
were 
paid 
only 
w hile school remained in session. 
In the early 1890’s the grade 
teacher received $65.00 a month 
and the prim ary teacher $50. A. 
E . Kellogg, M r. Sulhvan and N. 
H. Locke were some of the teach­ 
ers who organized such classes.

Prepare your lights 
and camera for that spot and 
you’ll be all set for the subject's 
convenience. 
Cats and dogs are small so you 
have to get close and you have 
to get down to their level.

live feet, then you must get a 


portrait attachment for best re­ 
sults. 


GOOD LIGHTING is an im­ 
portant aspect of 
Chandoha’s 
formula for good pictures. 
A 
single flashbulb-on-camera will 
give you pictures and stop ac­ 
tion but usually lacks the sparkle 
that comes with a good croas- 
lighting setup. 
A minimum of 
iwo lights is recommended and 
a third is preferred. The basic 
arrangement remains the same 
whether the lights are photo­ 
floods, 
synchronized 
flash 
or 
electronic speed lights. 
One light is placed at each side 
of the camera, about four feet 
from the subject and two feet 
higher. The third light is the 
flexible one. It can be used to 
provide an edge 
highlight by 
placing it opposite the camera 
and angling it up or down on the 
pet while making sure it doesn't 
hit into the camera lens. It can 
also be turned around to illumi­ 
nate the background behind the 
subject. 
Sound effects are an impor­ 
tant part of Chandoha’s picture 
taking technique. His vocal rep­ 
ertoire consists of meows, barks, 
yips, purrs, whistles and assort­ 
ed attention-getters at strategic 
moments. 
At other times he drums a tat­ 
too on his camera or the reflec­ 
tor with his finger tips. In addi­ 
tion, he uses mechanical noise 
makers. He creates a constant 
variety of sounds to rivet the 
subject’s attention and to get a 
reaction which he is prepared to 
shoot.

“The tragedy is that all mod­ 
ern composers know it, but can't 
admit it,” he said. “It is the pub­ 
lish > t and other self-interested 
circles th a t make all the fuss 
about modern music.

And he went on to explain 
“how it all started.” 


H E RECALLED a conversation 
he once had with Arnold Schoen­ 
berg, inventor of the

Schoenberg told him he was 
trying to find out “what was on 
the back of the medal which we 
call music, to discover the ele­ 
ments of a new kind of music,” 
Casals said, 
“Poor Schoenberg,” lie exclaim­ 
ed. “He caught himself in his 
own net He could not find the 
new kind of music, becau e what 
he found was no music. But his 
many 
followers 
and 
imitators 
took him at his word and pre­ 
tended that a new music had 
been discovered.” 
The white-haired master con­ 
siders J. S. Bach the greatest 
musician of all time. “He was a 
pure product of nature.” he said, 
“and that is more than can be 
said of any other composer be­ 
fore or since. He is the greatest 
of all, but that should not reduce 
our reverence for Mozart, Beeth­ 
oven, 
Schubert, 
Brahms 
and 
others " 


CAJSALs LEARNED to admire 
these composers as a small child, 
as he sat under the family piano 
and listened to his father playing. 
At the age of 3 he was able to 
play simple pieces himself, and a 
year later he had mastered sever­ 
al Beethoven sonatas. He sang, 
too. “In fact. I was able to sing 
long before I could speak fluent­ 
ly,” he said. 
Casals said he suffered from 
bad stage-fright at the beginning 
of his career as a violoncellist. 
“I was never as scared as the first 
time I performed iu Vienna, in 


1907,” he said. “Here I was, in the 
center of the musical world, and 
I doubted whether I was even 
worthy of giving a performance 
in a Vienna concert hall. 
“Three minutes after the con­ 
cert opened, I dropped my bow. It 
fell among the public, but there 
was no laughter, no commotion, 
nothing. Somebody picked up the 
bow and passed it to me, and I 
started again. At the end, the

She Just Seems Energetic

ZURICH, Switzerland, (/P) — 
Pablo Casals, one of the world’s 
greatest living musicians, thinks 
modern music is all a mistake. 
“There is nothing sincere about 
modern music,” the 79-year-old 
Spanish, composer, conductor and 
—above all—violoncellist said in 
an interview. 
“The tragedy is th at all mod­ 
ern composers know it, but can't 
adm it it,” he said. “It is the pub­ 
lish v s and other self-interested 
circles that make all the fuss 
about modern music. But 
body loves it. It completely lacks 
all conviction.” 
And he went on to explain 
“how it all started.” 


1907,” he said. “Here I was, In the 
center of the musical world, and 
I doubted whether I was even 
worthy of giving a performance 
in a Vienna concert hall. 
“Three minutes after the con­ 
cert opened, I dropped my bow. It 
fell among the public, but there 
was no laughter, no commotion, 
nothing. Somebody picked up the 
bow and passed it to me, and I 
started again.

HE RECALLED a conversation 
he once had with Arnold Schoen­ 
berg, inventor of the 12-tone 
.scale and “father of modern

Schoenberg told him he was 
trying to find out “w hat was on 
the back of the medal which we 
call music, to discover the ele­ 
ments of a new kind of music,” 
Casals said. 
“Poor Schoenberg.” he exclaim­ 
ed. “He caught himself in his 
own net. He could not find the 
new kind of music, because what 
he found was no music. But his 
m any followers and imitators 
took him at his word and pre­ 
tended that a new music had 
been discovered.” 
The white-haired m aster con­ 
siders J. S. Bach the greatest 
musician of ail time. “He was a 
pure product of nature.” he said, 
“and that is more than can be 
said of any other composer be­ 
fore or since. He is the greatest 
of all, but that should not reduce 
our reverence for Mozart, Beeth­ 
oven, Schubert, Brahm s and 
others ' 
CASALS LEARNED to admire 
these composers as a small child, 
as he sat under the family piano 
and listened to' his father playing. 
At the age of 3 he was able to 
play simple pieces himself, and a 
year later he had m astered sever­ 
al Beethoven sonatas. He sang, 
too. “In fact, I was able to sing 
long before I could speak fluent­ 
ly,” he said. 
Casals said he suffered from, 
bad stage-frlght at the beginning 
of his career as a violoncellist. 
“I was never as scared as the first 
time I performed in Vienna, in

Pretty Bedroom Scuffs Made 
Quickly With Few Materials

You will need a pair of light 
weight sponge rubber soles, wide­ 
ly available at very low cost; 
’ i yard of white or pastel nylon 
tricot; two-inch circles of inter­ 
facing material; 4 yard of 45- 
inch sheer crisp nylon in white 
or a pastel color; and thread to 
match.

the 
outline 
of 
the 
sponge rubber soles on paper. 
Cut a pattern for each sole, al­ 
lowing %-inch seam allowance 
around the outside. 
Use this 
pattern to cut a double thickness 
of tricot for covering each sole.

A sturdy play table for the 
youngsters is made 24 inches 
high to accomodate small nur­ 
sery chi irs. 
The top, 36 inches 
long and 22 s inches wide, may 
be made of three 1 by 8-inch 
boards. 
While the top boards 
may be fastened separately, the 
National Lumber Manufacturers 
Assn. suggests that an attractive

plywood. 


Assemble the table by fastening 


the frame together with sixpenny 
finishing nails and glue.

wood screws, 2' t 
inches long. 
The table top is fastened to the 
frame with inside angle braces, 
using No. 5 flathead wood screws 
inch long.

Wood With Oil, Turpentine 


DO . . . get an excellent and 
durable finish on new wood—or 
wood from which the old finish 
has been removed—with a mix­ 
ture of 2 parts of boiled linseed 
oil and one part turpentine. 
DO . . . apply the mixture with 
a clean paint brush or cloth, go­ 
ing over it very lightly a second 
t ine with a dry rag to remove 
any excess oil. 
DO , . . wait about 30 minutes, 
then rub with a piece of felt 
wrapped around a block of wood 
DO . . . rub for as long as you 
want—or can—for its the amount 
of friction generated that pro­ 
duces the satin-like appearance 
of this type of finish.

. . give the finish another 
dry-cloth rubdown about a week 
later. 


DON'T . . .forget that this fin­ 
ish, while it darkens the wood 
very slightly, does not hide the 
grain and therefore is especially 
good on wood with an attractive 
grain.

Do-it-yourself converts and the 
nation's millions of carpenters 
and lumber users will welcome 
this news from west coast lum­ 
ber mills. 
Early in the spring, a new set 
of grading rules will become ef­ 
fective for Douglas fir, west coast 
hemlock, western red cedar and 
Sitka spruce lumber. 
Out the window go old num­ 
ber designation one, two, three 
and four, according to H. V. 
Simpson, head of the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s 
Association. 
In 
their 
place, 
the 
construction 
grades of these species of board 
and dimension lumber will be 
named in this order: Construc­ 
tion, Standard, Utility and Econ­ 
omy. 
Simpson pointed out that the 
new grading rules embody the 
first 
major changes in many 
years and will be as easily under­ 
stood by the ordinary purchaser 
of a single board as by a con­ 
tractor who uses carloads of lum­ 
ber at a time. 
Changes in the grading rules 
of west coast lumber, Simpson 
explained, make a real contribu­ 
tion to better understanding of 
one of the country’s most com­ 
monly bought commodities. He 


went on to explain that lumber 
grading has two purposes: 
to 
grade a piece of lumber for what 
it is intended to do, like joist, 
stud or rafter grades, and to 
grade lumber for its beauty and 
appearance as in finish and pat­ 
tern grades.

Pretty Bedroom Scuffs Made 
Quickly With Few Materials 


Maybe you, haven’t thought 
howr easy it is to make pretty, 
frilly, feminine bedroom scuffs— 
perfect for presents, for bazaars 
or to wear yourself. 
You will need a pair of light 
weight sponge rubber soles, wide­ 
ly available at very low cost; 
% yard of white or pastel nylon 
tricot; two-inch circles of inter­ 
facing material; % yard of 45- 
inch sheer crisp nylon in white 
or a pastel color; and thread to 
match. 
TRACS the outline of 
the 
sponge rubber .soles on paper. 
Cut a, pattern for each sole, al­ 
lowing %-inch seam allowance 
around, the outside. 
Use this, 
pattern to cut a double thickness 
of tricot for covering each sole. 
Now, cut 2 circles of inter­ 
facing material, 2 inches in di­ 
ameter; and cut 7 strips, cross­ 
wise the fabric, of the crisp 
nylon 2 inches wide, to make 
3% strips for the ruffled rosette 
on each scuffle. Cut 2 bands of 
crisp nylon 4 inches wide, long 
enough to cover the widest part 
of foot, plus 1 inch for seam al­ 
lowance. 
Seam the sole sections with, a 
la-inch seam, joining in the 
bands at the widest part of the 
sole, with, the outside edges even. 
Extra seam allowance is taken 
up by the thickness of the sole. 
Leave a small opening, and turn 
fabric right side out with band 
across top. Slip sole into cov r- 
ing and slip-stitch edges of open­ 
ing together. 
NEXT, 
seam 
3% 
strips of 
crisp nylon together for each ro­ 
sette. Pink the seams and press 
open. 
Plcot 1 long edge, using 
the hemstiching attachm ent on. 
the sewring machine. Gather the

“Polio isn’t licked yet.” 
T hat was the 
reminder ad­ 
dressed to Marin citizens today 
by Mrs. Dell 
Mahood, 
county 
chairm an for the 1956 March of 
Dimes which began last Tues­ 
day. 
“In the face of great need for 
funds, the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis is nowT 
fighting for the continuance of 
a program of service indispen­ 
sable to the well-being and hopes 
of thousands of Americans cour­ 
ageously traveling the long road 
back from polio,' she said. 
“THE ENEMY is public apathy 
—the premature and wholly false 
idea that polio is licked, that the 
Salk vaccine is the answer for 
everything.” 
Last year, when the vaccine 
first was used, polio still at­ 
tacked about 30,000 persons in 
the U. S., sixth highest total in 
40 years. In 1956. 68,000 patients 
already on the rolls 
must be 
helped, plus new patients, plus 
more research to improve the 
vaccine, plus more funds to train 
more desperately needed polio 
case workers. 
This year’s national need is for 
$47,600,000; Marin's goal is $75,- 
000. That is slightly more than 
the $66,529 contributed last year 
but not much in comparison with 
the 
county’s 
requirements 
as 
measured by experience. 
H alf the March of Dimes net 
contribution 
remains 
in 
the 
county where collected, the other 
half going to the National Foun­ 
dation for research and special­ 
ized training of workers to bene­ 
fit the entile U. S. So in 1955, 
$32.018 stayed here. 
This was not nearly enough to 
meet the bills incurred in treat­ 
ing Marin cases. In the first 11 
months, $40.938 was spent. Only 
$4.139 was for those contracting 
the disease in 1955; the remain­ 
der went for “old cases,” those 
developing polio prior to 1965. 
How were the bills paid? 
By 
obtaining special allocations from 
the national foundation, as has 
been 
necessary 
here 
in 
past 
years, too. 
“SINCE the March of Dimes 
began in 1938, Marin has spent 
93 per cent of the total amount 
raised in the county in treating 
its own cases,” said Mrs. Ma­ 
hood. “That has left precious lit­ 
tle as our share of the cost of re­ 
search and training case workers 
on the national lev el.' 
Through 1954 Marin had con­ 
tributed $333,700 and had spent 
$308.977, meaning the county had 
received $159,400 in special ad­ 
vances that do not have to be 
repaid. 
Surrounding 
counties 
h a v e 
been more fortunate 
in 
their 
polio incidence, Alameda County 
contributed $2 million over the 
same period, but had to spend 
only 52 per cent on its own cases. 
San Francisco, raising $2,750.000, 
could provide slightly better than 
50 per cent of it for the national 
polio fight. Solano county also 
has fared relatively well. Out of 
$419,000 contributed through 1954 
Solano required only 58 per cent 
for its own victims. 
The dollar cost in licking polio 
is high.

Extra Shelf 
Adds Space 


If you are “ starved” for shelf 
space in your kitchen, but don’t 
have room for additional cab­ 
inets, the Western Pine Associa­ 
tion offers this space-saving tip:

Warm House Appreciated 
During Cold Winter Months 


Housing Theme Of 
Government Forum

This is the time of year when 
we can appreciate a warm house. 
Isn’t it a luxury to have every 
room around 70 degrees, no mat­ 
ter how the wind howls outside? 
And wouldn’t it be nice to keep 
the temperature at that point 
next summer when the mercury 
outdoors hits the high 90’s or 
more? 
Well, there are now about a 
quarter of a million homes (out 
of .some 45 million in the U. S.) 
that already have this year-round 
temperature control summer and 
winter, spring and fall. It’s auto­ 
matic. You set the thermostat 
at 70, or whatever you like, and 
leave it there from New Year’s 
Day to New Year's Eve. 
In fact, the homeowner or 
home 
builder, who 
wants 
to 
hedge against that costly disease 
called obsolescence, is now go­ 
ing in for year-round air condi­ 
tioning. Signs today indicate very 
plainly that within a few years 
a house that does not have auto­ 
matic comfort control through 
all seasons will be as antiquated 
and hard to sell ms any present 
house lacking a furnace. 
LOTS OF US can remember 
houses that depended on fire­ 
places or ornate coal stoves in 


-the main rooms to heat the house. 
But furnaces and boilers won 
out. It looks like that history 
story will be repeated by air con­ 
ditioning. 
The Industry expects to almost 
double the number of completely 
air conditioned 
homes during 
1956—to install 200,000 central 
air conditioning plants in homes. 
Ten^ears from now the goal is 
to produce 1,200,000 such systems 
per year.

Care For Pleasing Results 
A Great Year For Gardeners 


Whether you’re on the giving 
or receiving end of Christmas 
gift plants this year you need to 
know how to properly care for 
such conta iner- grown plants dur­ 
ing and after the holidays. 
While your plant gifts continue 
to bloom, enjoy them indoors. 
Provide adequate light and mois­ 
ture. 
Many 
such gift plants 
thrive on indirect sunlight—the 
azalea, rhododendron and Afri­ 
can violet, for instance. 
IN WATERING your plants, 
check the soil in the containers 
regularly to determine when and 
how much moisture is needed. 
When the plant .is extremely dry, 
the soil will pull away from the 
edge of the container and feel 
crumbly. 
And if the container 
becomes moldy on the outside 
you're probably overwaterieg. 
To make your gift plants really 
thrive, plant food may be given 
occasionally. 
Let your nursery­ 
man be your guide in this in­ 
stance. He can give you instruc­ 
tions on application of the food 
and supply you with the correct 
types also. If your gift plant is 
a foliage plant you’ll want to 
keep the leaves very clean. (In 
fact all plants indoors need to 
have their foliage “dusted” so 
that 
transpiration 
can 
take 
place ) Foliage cleaner can be 
obtained at your nurseryman's 
too. 
After the holidays are over you 
must 
determine 
whether 
the 
plant you’ve given or received is 
best grown indoors all year or 
outdoors 
after 
the 
Christmas 
bloom is completed. Many plants 
given as Yuletide presents have 
been growing in a lath or green­ 
house to force their Christmas 
bloom. And the natural habitat 
of plants, after all is outdoors. 
While the cyclamen, azalea, rho­ 
dodendron, camellia and poin- 
settia may be grown indoors, they 
wiil perform better outside. 
IN 
TRANSPLANTING 
your 
gift plants 'be sure: to select the 
natural sites for them, not just 
attractive locations to balance 
the plan of your garden. 
The 
azalea, cyclamen and rhododen­ 
dron generally do best in cool, 


shaded 
areas. 
The 
poinsettia 
will take bright sun, the camellia 
both sun and shade each day. 
Set your plants outside when 
their blooming is finished for the 
season—when the petals or leaves 
begin to drop off—without w ait­ 
ing until the plant is completely 
defoliaged. 
Certain Christmas gift plants, 
however, will grow 'best indoors. 
The African violet, some vari­ 
eties of foliage plants, succulents 
and tropical flowers are exam­ 
ples of the complete Indoor plant. 
Care for them after the Christ­ 
mas season just as you did dur­ 
ing the holidays. 
You can enjoy your gift plants 
indoors and outdoors for months 
after Christmas if you give them 
the proper care t i soon as you 
receive them. 


GARDENER'S 
CHECKLIST 


1. Divide all perennial plants 
such as Shasta daisies and phlox. 
2. This is a good time to give 
the garden a winter clean-up 
spray. 
3. Your 
nurseryman will be 
pleased to give you special cul­ 
tural directions for any plants 
you may have received as Christ­ 
mas gifts. 
4. Here is a partial list of what 
should be planted now: 
.Ever­ 
green shrubbery, fruit, shade and 
flowering trees, roses, grapes, and 
strawberries. 
5. Prune roses, fruit trees, and 
every green shrubbery.

high time that the garden edi­ 
tors got in on this gentle busi­ 
ness of' '‘"calling the shots” for 
’55-’56. 
From where this garden editor 
sits, it’s easy to see that the 
publicity 'boys have done a good, 
job of beating the tomtoms on 
behalf of the new All-American 
seed winners, the new All-Amer­ 
ica roses, and this year for the 
first time, 
we’re 
getting 
the 
scoop from the gladiolus indus­ 
try via the new setup to 
be 
known as the All-America gladi­ 
olus winners. Still to be heard 
from — this young organization 
holds great promise, too — are 
the boys back, of the All-Ameri­ 
can camellia selections. 
There doesn’t seem to be any 
organized publicity bureau toot­ 
ing the horn on 'behalf of the 
chemical and fertilizer industry. 
However, Dr. P. P. Pirone, plant 
pathologist for the New York 
Botanical Garden, does write of 
10 years discoveries in horticul­ 
tural science in the current issue 
of “Flower Grower...” 
THIS EMINENT plant path­ 
ologist mentions many things— 
but goofs on the most important 
of all. 'The story of Orthocide, 
revealed in the January', 1055, 
issue of Readers’ Digest, was one 
of the most important horticul­ 
tural scientific discoveries of the 
past quarter century. Yet he fails 
to mention it. 
This 
newr 
miracle 
fungicide 
controls all these plant diseases: 
I. Damp-off on cuttings such .as 
azaleas, 
chrysanthemums, 
car­ 
nations. 2. Rot diseases on many 


plant seedlings when 'used as. 
pre-plan ting soil treatment. 
3. 
Rust, leaf spot, botrytis flower 
blight on carnations, chrysanthe­ 
mums and. other flowers. 4. Black 
spot on roses. 5. Brown patch, 
leaf spot and root rot on lawns 
and turf. 6. Blight, leaf spot,and 
downy mildew diseases on cer­ 
tain vegetables. 
7. Scab, leaf 
spot, brown rot on fruit and 
ornamental trees, 
8. Protects 
certain seeds, and 
bulbs 
from 
damp-off and rot diseases, 
8. 
Powdery mildew on tuberous be­ 
gonias. 
From 
the 
'home 
gardener’s 
standpoint, the new chemical has 
offered real relief for those of 
you who have 
suffered 
from 
black, spot on, roses year after 
year. This same chemical saved 
the 
commercial 
tuberous 
be­ 
gonia growers when they were 
hit with the new form of powd­ 
ery mildew a few seasons back. 
No longer is this fungus trouble 
the terrible threat that it was, 
I SUSPECT that it’s going to 
be of real help to the lawn and 
turf people. Many reports are 
expected at the forthcoming Turf 
'Conference in Long Beach 
in 
early February. 
In brief, these are the other 
discoveries 
r e p o r t e d 
in the 
“Flower Grower” story: 
2, 4-D weed killers—and I’d 
say they have proven their value 
.and, are here to stay. 
'Malelc Hydrazide — 'the author 
of the “Flower Grower” story 
tells us its possibilities, but I, for 
one, feel that this has been over­ 
publicized, espectally in regard 
to slowing down the growth of 
turf to the point where you can 
literally throw the lawn mower 
away. 
UNDER the heading of syn­ 
thetic soil conditioners, it is just­ 
ly pointed out that these things 
did not live up la the advance 
claims and must be used exact­ 
ly as directed on the kind of soil 


that is susceptible to improve­ 
ment,. Or, in plain words, don't 
look for any miracles from these 
things. After all, you s|ill have 
to use good old-fashioned, "elbow 
grease” in order to rebuild or 
convert poor soils into good ones. 
But, Dr. Pirone does wind up 
his article on an optimistic note. 
In fact, its so good, that I am 
quoting his closing paragraphs 
in their entirety. As a matter of 
fact, get 'ahold of the January 
issue of Flower Grower and read 
through the entire story. 
What of the future? The im ­ 
mediate f it t u r e h. o l d s great 
promise for even more remark­ 
able discoveries. 
We already know that the sex 
of flower’s can. be altered so that 
a plant with both female and 
male flowers can be made to 
produce female flowers. 
B E F O R E LONG, gardeners 
may be able 
to make 
tender 
plants resistant to low tempera­ 
tures merely by spraying them 
with a plant hormone or by ap­ 
plying it to soil in which the 
plants are growing. 
The time is almost here when, 
we will have fool-proof hormones 
to delay blossoming of fruit trees 
until the danger of all spring 
frosts is past. Other scientists 
are seeking the chemicals or hor­ 
mone that will make plants more 
resistant to drouth. 
Filially, the time ,1a. not far off 
when gardeners and farmers may 
be able to produce flowers and 
fruits at will; that is, they may 
be .able to' 
change 
vegetative 
buds to floral ones. 
Scientists 
know that 
a flower-producing 
hormone exists; they even have 
a name for It, “fiorigen.” They 
also know that it originates in 
the leaves and that it moves to 
the point where the flowers are 
to develop. All that remains is 
to isolate it, purify it, package 
it, and then the rest is up to you 
—flowers and fruit just 
when 
and. where you want them !”

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GARDEN-GRAPH 
Easy-To-Grow Air Plant 
Ideal For Indoor Setting 


By DEAN H ALLI DAY 
The plant of many names (its 
right one is Bytophj llum) is one 
of the easiest to grow from leaf 
cuttings, so easy, in fact, th a t 
it is often used in demonstra­ 
tions of leaf propagation. 
The Byrophyllum is. a tropical, 
plant of the succulent type. Re­ 
cently, it has been listed under 
the name of Kalachoe pin nata. 
Its. 
more 
easily 
rem em bered 
names 
are 
miracle plant, 
air 
plant, sprouting-leaf, life plant 
and floppers. The last name is 
due to its stalk of .drooping flow­ 
ers. 
THE FLOWERS resemble tiny, 
paper thin lanterns. The flow­ 
ers are whitish or pale ye) low- 
green in color, shaded in red or 
purple. They are not really beau­ 
tiful but they are interesting. 
'The fleshy leaves of the “air 


plant” are deeply notched. 
Re­ 
move a leaf from one of these 
plants and pin it on a curtain 
or drape in. a room where there 
is considerable moisture and not 
too much heat. Small buds will 
soon appear in the notches of 
the leaf, followed by roots. Then, 
if the parent leaf is laid on moist 
sand, the tiny new plants will 
grow quickly. 
AS SOON as the new plants 
are large enough to handle, they 
should be separated 
from the 
parent leaf and potted. 
Pot the young plants in a mix­ 
ture or two parts loam, one part 
old brick and mortar rubble ahd 
sand... Good drainage is essential. 
The 
“air' 
plant'* 
should, 
'be 
grown outdoors during the sum­ 
mer months and in any but trop­ 
ical climates, it must be brought 
indoor* for the winter.

Flower Arranging 
Means Preserving 


Principals of Ike-bana, Jap­ 
anese flower arrangements, also 
include preservation of flowers, 
that the arrangements may last 
as long as possible. 
If time permits, flowers will 
last longer if immediately after 
cutting they are submerged, all 
but the blossoms, in w ater and 
set in a cool, dark place. Simple 
household 
preservatives 
which 
can be rubbed into stem ends 
are: dry sugar Into the crushed 
ends of asters; dry boric acid 
for carnation stems; dry powder­ 
ed aspirin tablets for the ends of 
dahlias and chrystanthemums; 
dry salt for columbines; a mix­ 
ture of dry salt and alum for 
popples or dahlias. 


SUGAR 
WATER 
is 
recom­ 
mended for all soft or hollow­ 
stemmed flowers. Break, do not 
cut, chrysanthemum or hydran­ 
gea, the Japanese direct. When 
gathering 
flowers 
th a t 
w i l t 
easily, place flowers a t once in 
sugar water. 
Many woody and 
s t r o n g - 
stemmed flowers will last longer 
if the stems have been charred 
or given hot water treatm ent. To 
char, wrap entire 
branch or 
flower in towel or newspaper to 
keep heat from bloom and leaves. 


Expose only two or three inches 
and char in flame of any kind. 
Do not char more than half an 
Inch of stem. 
Unwrap and hold upside-down 
and pour cold water over entire 
branch. Straighten flowers and 
leaves, wrap in newspaper and 
set away for an hour. These 
flowers 
respond 
to 
charring: 
aster, 
azalea, 
chrysanthemum, 
hydrangea, poinsettia, peony and 
red berries. 
IN THE HOT WATER treat­ 
ment, 
the 
branch 
is 
again 
wrapped and one inch of the 
stem is dipped in boiling water 
for not more than two minutes. 
Then treat as above, or place in 
a deep container of cold water 
and spray leaves, 
Clean water and fresh air are 
the best preservatives of any 
flower. Blooms past their first 
freshness can be 
revived 
by 
placing in a tall narrow contain­ 
er and given a hot water bath. 
Cover mouth of the container 
w ith a towel or newspaper, so the 
steam will not reach the leaves. 
Then carefully pour in about 
two inches boiling water and. let 
stand until water cools. Spray 
with cold water and straighten 
leaves upwards. Pill container 
with cold, fresh water. 


Bare Root Planting Time 


Coming—That Means Roses 


Bare root planting season ap­ 
proaches and 
that of course 
means it’s time to plant roses— 
lovely grandiflora, tea., floribun­ 
da or climbing roses in the new­ 
est or oldest varieties depending 
upon your tastes. 
The two most im portant as­ 
pects of rose culture are selecting 
of healthy top grade rose plants 
in the first place and following 
the proper planting procedure. 
There are three grades of roses 
to choose from, graded accord­ 
ing to the number of canes on a 
plant, the length, plumpness and 
age of the canes. I t’s the wise 
gardener w’ho selects the best for 
he will have more dependable 
performances from, top graded 
roses. 
Once the proper selection is 
made the gardener should pre­ 
pare the planting hole and well 
In advance of planting time. Give 
roses an open area. In California 
a full day of sun 
best, while 
half a day, preferably the morn­ 
ing, is sufficient 
in 
Arizona.

drained and not too acid or al­ 
kaline. Dig the hole two feet 
deep and 18 inches or so across. 
Add to the surface soil peat and 
leaf mold.

roots spread over

mound. For California, the bud 
union should be just above the 
ground. Fill in around the plant, 
firm the soil with your feet and 
water thoroughly. 
Because there are .so many 
types of roses you can plant them 
in many situations in your gar­ 
den. Climbers are naturals for 
fences and arbors, of course. Tree 
roses are effective lining a wall 
and the floribundas with their 
masses of bloom make beautiful 
low shrubs, 
borders 
and loose 
hedges. 
Whatever garden role you give 
your new rose plants this year 
follow your nurseryman's advice 
for successful rose plants; choose 
top grade plants and plant them 
carefully and properly.

seedsmen have re­ 
doubled their efforts in the past 
few years to give you home gar­ 
deners the best hybrids possible. 
Fire Dance Is. the name of the 
only All-America award-winning 
annual for 1956. I t’s a rich sal­ 
mon-scarlet in color and toe 
plain red is enhanced by large, 
flashlight yellow throats. 
The 
“large flashlight yellow throat” 
description comes from the pub­ 
licity man who wrote the re­ 
lease—not me! This is the first 
time I’ve ever seen a 
flower 
compared to a battery-operated 
torch! Anyway, toe petals are 
delicately ruffled and 
fringed, 
and the flowers are over three 
inches across, and apparently 
are very heavily borne on low- 
growing plants about a foot hgih. 
Fire Dance is a bedding vari­ 
ety of petunia, but it can be 
used for many purposes.

versatile All-America winner for 
'.56 can be used in. clumps,, border 
or ribbon beds,

It provides excellent cut flow­ 
ers for the house, too... 'The blooms, 
possess a delicate fragrance. 
A 
package of seeds will provide up 
to a hundred plants—and you’ll 
have a lot of fun while bringing 
them, along from the seed, to the 
blooming stage. 
O ther improved 
varieties of 
petunias worth considering for 
your garden this season include 
Paleface, a lovely pure white F -l 
hybrid; Comanche, described by 
the originator as being the “red­ 
dest of all petunias.” 
The last tw’o are F -l hybrids, 
too. Their hybrid vigor makes 
them far superior in growth and 
bloom, well 
worth 
the 
slight 
extra difference in costs of seeds 
over common petunias. 
As always, there’s a shortage 
on the market the first season of 
the 
improved 
flowers. 
Even 
though you may not be planting 
them for another three weeks 
or so, it’s a good idea to buy 
these seeds now to make sure 
th a t you will not lose. 


Sorting Table 
Provide Space 
In Home Laundry 
A sorting table for the laundry 
is an easy project for the home 
handyman. 'The most space sav­ 
ing type fits right over the laun­ 
dry tubs, is easy to remove when 
the tubs are to be used and pro­ 
vides that much needed flat sur­ 
face for counting and sorting. 
Simply cut a panel of one- 
eighth-inch 
hardboard

Pruning May Either Check 


Or Stimulate Plant Growth 


One of the most debated sub­ 
jects in gardening circles is when 
to prune and how much. Profes­ 
sionals seldom agree and too 
many amateurs entertain the er­ 
roneous belief th at pruning is 
synonymous with, going on a 
whacking spree; in other words, 
cut every thing in sight. 


Simply stated, you can define 
pruning as just removing those 
parte of a plant th at appear su­ 
perfluous. 'One of the most Im­ 
portant reasons for pruning is 
to get rid of dead and diseased 
wood. Once these undesired sec­ 
tions are removed, the plant will 
not only look better but will en­ 
joy better health; in addition, 
you will minimize any danger of 
the disease spreading. 


.Pruning e n c o u r a g e s , new 
growth, and, as a m atter of fact, 
you can shape this new growth 
as you wish. Roses, for example, 
are usually trimmed to an out­ 
side bud, this technique encour­ 
aging laterals, to' spread out. If 
the plant should be cut to an

inside bud then a more vertical 
tendency would result; the cen­ 
ter of the plant would tend to 
become crowded. 


Pruning also produces some 
very direct results on floral pro­ 
duction. Subjects that are pruned 
back heavily usually flower with 
greater productivity the follow­ 
ing season. This seems especial­ 
ly true of deciduous stock. How­ 
ever, if just before toe flowering 
period, the plant is disbranched 
and. 
disbudded 
then 
all 
'the 
strength will be diverted into a 
few flowers which will be larger. 
Periodic removal of flowers to 
prevent their going to seed is 
also closely associated with the 
pruning process. 
Allowing the 
flower to form seed taxes the 
plant’s energy; strength is thus 
used up that if flowers were cut 
off, would be utilized in the mak­ 
ing of more flowers. 
Hedges should be trimmed fre­ 
quently enough to prevent ex­ 
cessive growth towards the cen­ 
ter of toe plant and also to' pre­ 
serve a neat, orderly appearance. 
Most evergreens react favorably 
to being cut back. This is cer­ 
tainly true of such well known 
and popular hedges as privets, 
myrtus communis, eugenias and 
abelias.

The Lord Teaches 
Confidence In God

Confidence in God is what 
Jesus teaches us in this lesson. 
If we keep His teaching in mind, 
not just when we are studying 
the lesson, but in all our activi­ 
ties during our lives, we could 
get rid of th e fears and anxieties 
th a t hau n t us, and live in full 
confidence' th a t we will receive 
help when we need it. 
Even little children have their 
fears and anxieties. If they can 
talk them over with their mo­ 
thers 
and 
the 
mothers 
have 
memorized our Lord’s teachings, 
they can turn the youngsters to 
'God and lessee or do away with 
their fears. 
And they can show 
their little ones in their own 
lives how to cultivate this con­ 
fidence in their Maker. 
Jesus has been speaking with 
great severity about hypocrisy. 
Now he turns to the subject of 
fear. 
In our day, in spite of the 
fact that the majority of people 
in our nation are earning more 
money than ever before, and own 
more of th e comforts of life, they 
are 
filled 
with anxieties that 
have never been known before. 
THEY FEAR th a t war may 
break forth in uneasy parts of 
the world; they fear the atom 
bomb and what it might do to 
the world if in the hands of un­ 
scrupulous 
people 
or 
nations. 
Even with all this, we can cul­ 
tivate trust in the good God 
whose world it is, and learn to 
be serene. 
Jesus is asked by one man in 
the 
vast m ultitude th a t sur­ 
rounded Him, if He would speak 
to the m an’s brother that an in­ 
heritance be divided. 
This man 
had doubtless been listening only 
with his ears to the Lord's teach­ 
ing, but his mind was concerned 
with earthly things—money that 
he might lay his hands on. 
Jesus said, “Take heed of cove­ 
tousness, for a m an’s life con- 
sisteth not in the abundance of 
toe things th a t he possesseth.” 
THEN THE LORD told a par­ 
able about a man who had taken 
such plentiful harvests that his 
barns 
were 
overflowing. 
He 
thought what he should do, and 
decided to tear down his old

Protestant church leaders, of 
N orthern 
California

m eans of how best to furnish aid 
during the flood relief emergency 
and rehabilitation, and how to 
cooperate with existing agencies. 
The luncheon meeting was held 
in the offices of the San Fran­ 
cisco Council of Churches, with 
toe Rev. John Wilkins, president 
of the Northern. California-N ev­ 
ada Counc.il. of Churches p re­ 
siding. Field reports were m ade 
on flood relief operations being 
carried out by the American Red 
Cross, toe Salvation Army and 
Church World Service. 
Paul M. Moore, deputy m an­ 
ager of the Pacific area of the 
American Red Cross, reported 
that more than 6,000 families 
will receive assistance from the 
R ed Cross, a t a. cost of a t least 
five 
million, 
dollars,, 
TO 
help 
finance this, disaster operation, 
th e Red Cross has launched a 
fund appeal. Gifts may be ad­ 
dressed “W estern States Floods” 
and send to your local Red Cross 
chapter.” 
Maj. Harold G. Barry, public 
relations secretary for the W est­ 
ern States Division of the Sal­ 
vation. Army, reported the deep 
,appreciation of 'those 
working 
'with, flood relief for the over­ 
whelming response to' the call for 
clothing. 
He 
emphasized 
that 
there is now no further need for 
such 
contributions. 
Financial 
gifts for flood relief are welcome 
and will be received at local cen­ 
ters for toe Salvation Army. 
Joe Dell, director of the Ma­ 
terial Relief Center of Church 
World Service at Modesto... rep o rt­ 
ed th at 15,'000 pounds of clothing 
had 
been advanced, from 
the 
overseas, relief supply of C.W 3. 
and distributed by toe Salvation 
Army and Red Cross. Additional 
clothing is available from C.W.S.

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Give Gift Plants Proper 


Care For Pleasing Results 
In Summing 
Up, 1955 Was 
A Great Year For Gardeners 


Whether you’re on the giving 
or receiving end of Christmas 
gift plants this year you need to 
know how to properly care for 
such container-grown plants dur­ 
ing and after the holidays. 
While your plant gifts continue 
to bloom, enjoy them indoors. 
Provide adequate light and mois­ 
ture. 
Many 
such gift plants 
thrive on indirect sunlight—the 
azalea, rhododendron and Afri­ 
can violet, for instance. 
IN WATERING your plants, 
check the soil in the containers 
regularly to determine when and 
how much moisture is needed. 
When the plant is extremely dry, 
the soil will pull away from the 
edge of the container and feel 
crumbly. And if the container 
becomes moldy on the outside 
you’re probably overwatering. 
To make your gift plants really 
thrive, plant food may be given 
occasionally. Let your nursery­ 
man be your guide in this in­ 
stance. He can give you instruc­ 
tions on application of the food 
and supply you with the correct 
types also. If your gift plant is 
a foliage plant you’ll want to 
keep the leaves very clean. (In 
fact all plants indoors need to 
have their foliage “dusted” so 
that 
transpiration 
can 
take 
place.) Foliage cleaner can be 
obtained at your nurseryman’s 
too. 
After the holidays are over you 
must 
determine 
whether 
the 
plant you’ve given or received is 
best grown indoors all year or 
outdoors 
after 
the 
Christmas 
bloom is completed. Many plants 
given as Yuletide presents have 
been growing in a lath or green­ 
house to force their Christmas 
bloom. And the natural habitat 
of plants, after all is outdoors. 
While the cyclamen, azalea, rho­ 
dodendron, camellia and poin- 
settia may be grown indoors, they 
will perform better outside. 
IN 
TRANSPLANTING 
your 
gift plants be sure to select the 
natural sites for them, not just 
attractive locations to balance 
the plan of your garden. The 
azalea, cyclamen and rhododen­ 
dron generally do best in cool,

The 
poinsettia 
will take bright sun, the camellia 
both sun and shade each day. 
Set your plants outside when 
their blooming is finished for the 
season—when the petals or leaves 
begin to drop off—without wait­ 
ing until the plant is completely 
defoliaged. 
Certain Christmas gift plants, 
however, will grow best indoors. 
The African violet, some vari­ 
eties of foliage plants, succulents 
and tropical flowers are exam­ 
ples of the complete indoor plant. 
Care for them after the Christ­ 
mas season just as you did dur­ 
ing the holidays. 
You can enjoy your gift plants 
indoors and outdoors for months 
after Christmas if you give them 
the proper care £ 
soon as you 
receive them. 


GARDENER'S 
CHECKLIST 


1. Divide all perennial plants 
such as Shasta daisies and phlox. 
2. This is a good time to give 
the garden a winter clean-up 
spray. 
3. Your nurseryman w ill be 
pleased to give you special cul­ 
tural directions for any plants 
you may have received as Chi ist- 
mas gifts. 
4. Here is a partial list of what 
should be planted now: 
Ever­ 
green shrubbery, fruit, shade and 
flowering trees, roses, grapes, and 
strawberries. 
5. Prune roses, fruit trees, and 
everygreen shrubbery.

Since this is the time of the 
year when sports experts look 
back on the previous season’s ac­ 
complishments, the movie writ­ 
ers come forth with their pre­ 
dictions of what’s happened in 
’55 and what the prospects ore 
for ’56. and 
financial 
writers 
make their annual forecasts, it's 
high time that the garden edi­ 
tors got in on this gentle busi­ 
ness of “calling the shots” for 
’55-’56. 
From where this garden editor 
sits, it’s easy to see that the 
publicity boys have done a good 
job of beating the tomtoms on 
behalf of the new All-American 
seed winners, the new All-Amer­ 
ica roses, and this year for the 
first time, 
we’re 
getting 
the 
scoop from the gladiolus indus­ 
try via the new setup to be 
known as the All-America gladi­ 
olus winners. Still to be heard 
from — this young organization 
holds great promise, too — are 
the boys back of the All-Ameri­ 
can camellia selections. 
There doesn’t seem to be any 
organized publicity bureau toot­ 
ing the horn on behalf of the 
chemical and fertilizer industry. 
However, Dr. P. P. Pirone, plant 
pathologist for the New York 
Botanical Garden, does wnte of 
10 years discoveries in horticul­ 
tural science in the current issue 
of “Flower Grower.” 
THIS EMINENT plant path­ 
ologist mentions many things— 
but goofs on the most important 
of all. The story of Orthocide, 
revealed in the January, 1955, 
issue of Readers’ Digest, was one 
of the most important horticul­ 
tural scientific discoveries of the 
past quarter century. Yet he fails 
to mention it. 
This 
new 
miracle 
fungicide 
controls all these plant diseases: 
1. Damp-off on cuttings such as 
azaleas, 
chrysanthemums, 
car­ 
nations. 2. Rot diseases on many

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plant seedlings when used as 
pre-planting soil treatment. 
3. 
Rust, leaf spot, botrytis flower 
blight on carnations, chrysanthe­ 
mums and other flowers. 4. Black 
spot on roses. 5. Brown patch, 
leaf spot and root rot on lawns 
and turf. 6. Blight, leaf spot,and 
downy mildew diseases on cer­ 
tain vegetables. 
7. Scab, leaf 
spot, brown rot on fruit and 
ornamental trees.

Powdery mildew on tuberous be­ 
gonias. 
From 
the 
home 
gardener’s 
standpoint, the new chemical has 
offered real relief for those of 
you who have 
suffered from 
black spot on roses year after 
year. This same chemical saved 
the 
commercial 
tuberous 
be­ 
gonia growers when they were 
hit with the new form of powd­ 
ery mildew a few seasons back. 
No long t is this fungus trouble 
the terrible threat that it was. 
I SUSPECT that it's going to 
be of real help to the lawn and 
turf people. Many reports are 
expected at the forthcoming Turf 
Conference in Long Beach ill 
early February. 
In brief, these are the other 
discoveries r e p o r t e d 
in the 
"Flower Grower” story: 
2, 4-D weed killers—and I’d 
say they have proven their value 
and are here to stay. 
Maleic Hydrazide - the author 
of the "Flower Grower” story 
tells us its possibilities, but I, for 
one, feel that this has been over­ 
publicized, especially in regard 
to slowing down the growth of 
turf to the point where you can 
literally throw the lawn mower 
away. 
UNDER the heading of syn­ 
thetic soil conditioners, it is just­ 
ly pointed out that these things 
did not live up to the advance 
claims and must be used exact­ 
ly as directed on the kind of soil 
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Easy-To-Grow Air Plant 
Ideal For Indoor Setting 


Bv DEAN HALLIDAY 
The plant of many nam ts (its 
right one is Bytophyllum» is one 
of the easiest to grow from leaf 
cuttmgs, so easy, in fat t, that 
it is often used in demonstra­ 
tions of leaf propagation. 
The Byrophyllum is a tropical 
plant of the succulent type. Re­ 
cently, it has bet n listed under 
the name of Kalachoe pinnata. 
Its 
more 
easily 
remembered 
names 
are miracle plant, 
air 
plant, sprouting-leaf, life plant 
and floppers. The last name is 
due to its stalk of drooping Low­ 
ers. 
THE FLOWERS resemble tiny, 
paper thin lanterns. The flow­ 
ers are whitish or pale yellow- 
green in color, shaded in red or 
purple. They are not really beau­ 
tiful but they are interesting. 
The ilesiiy leaves of the “air 


plant” are deeply notched. 
R e ­ 
m ove a leaf from one of these 
plants and pin it on a curtain 
or drape in a room where there 
is considerable moisture and not 
too much heat. Small buds will 
soon appear in the notches of 
the leaf, followed by roots. Then 
if the parent leaf is laid on moist 
sand, the tiny new plants will 
grow quickly. 
AS SOON 
the new plants 
are large enough to handle, they 
should be separated 
from the 
parent leaf and potted. 
Pot the young plants in a mix­ 
ture or two parts loam, one part 
old brick and mortar rubble ahd 
sand. Good drainage is essential. 
The 
“air 
plant” 
should 
be 
grown outdoors during the sum­ 
mer months and in any but trop­ 
ical climates it must be brought 
indoor* lor the winter. 


that is susceptible to improve­ 
ment. Or, in plain words, don’t 
look for any miracles from these 
things. After all. you s|ill have 
to use good old-fashioned “elbow 
grease” in order to rebuild or 
convert poor soils into good ones. 
But, Dr. Pirone does wind up 
his article on an optimistic note, 
In fact, its so good, that I am 
quoting his closing paragraph 
in their ei tirety. As a matter of 
fact, get ahold of the January 
issue of Flower Grower and read 
through the entire story. 
What of the future? The im­ 
mediate l u t u r e h o l d s great 
promise lor even more remark­ 
able discoveries. 
We already know that the sex 
of flowers can be altered so that 
a plant with both female and 
male flowers can be made u» 
produce female flowers. 
B E F O R E LONG, gardeners 
may be able to make 
tender 
plants resistant to low tempera­ 
tures merely by spraying them 
with a plant hormone or by ap­ 
plying it to soil in which the 
plants are growing. 
The time is almost here when 
we will have fool-proof hormones 
to delay blossoming of fruit trees 
until the danger of all spring 
frosts is past. Other scientists 
are seeking the chemicals or hor­ 
mone that will make plants more 
resistant to drouth. 
Final1 y, the time is not far off 
when gardeners and farmers may 
be able to produce flowers and 
fruits at will; that is, they may 
be able to 
change 
vegetative 
buds to floral ones. 
Scientists 
know that 
a flower-producing 
hormone exists; they even have 
a name for it, “florigen.” They 
also know that it originates in 
the leaves and that it moves to 
the point where the flowers are 
to develop. All that remains is 
to isolate it, purify it, package 
it, and then the rest is up to you 
—flowers and fruit just 
when 
and where you want them!”

Flower Arranging 
Means Preserving 


Principals of Ike-bana, Ja p ­ 
anese flower arrangem ents, also 
include preservation of flowers, 
th a t the arrangem ents m ay last 
as long as possible. 
If tim e perm its, flowers will 
last longer if im m ediately after 
cutting they are subm erged, all 
but the blossoms, in w ater and 
<;et in a cool, dark place. Simple 
household 
preservatives 
which 
can be rubbed into stem ends 
are: dry sugar into the crushed 
ends of asters; dry boric acid 
for carnation stem s; dry powder­ 
ed aspirin tablets for the ends of 
dahlias 
and 
chrystanthem um s; 
dry salt for columbines; a m ix­ 
ture of dry salt and alum for 
poppies or dahlias. 


SUGAR 
W ATER 
is 
recom ­ 
m ended for all soft or hollow- 
stem m ed flowers. Break, do not 
cut, chrysanthem um or h ydran­ 
gea, the Japanese direct. W hen 
gathering 
flowers 
th a t 
w i l t 
easily, place flowers a t once in 
sugar w ater. 
M any woody and 
st r o n g - 
stemm ed flowers will last longer 
if the stem s have been charred 
or given hot w ater treatm ent. To 
char, 
w rap 
entire 
branch 
or 
flower in towel or new spaper to 
keep h eat from bloom and leaves. 


Expose only two or three inches 
and char in flame of any kind. 
Do not char more th a n half an 
inch of stem . 
U nw rap and hold upside-down 
and pour cold w ater over entire 
branch. S traighten flowers and 
leaves, w rap in new spaper and 
set away for an hour. These 
flowers 
respond 
to 
charring: 
aster, 
azalea, 
chrysanthem um , 
hydrangea, poinsettia, peony and 
red berries. 
IN THE HOT WATER tre a t­ 
m ent, 
the 
branch 
is 
again 
wrapped and one inch of the 
stem is dipped in boiling w ater 
for not more th an two m inutes. 
T hen tre a t as above, or place in 
a deep container of cold w ater 
and spray leaves. 
Clean w ater and fresh air are 
the best preservatives of any 
flower. Blooms p ast their first 
freshness 
can 
be 
revived 
by 
placing in a tall narrow contain­ 
er and given a hot w ater bath. 
Cover m outh of the container 
w ith a tow’el or newspaper, so the 
steam will not reach the leaves. 
T hen carefully pour in about 
two inches boiling w ater and let 
stand until w ater cools. Spray 
w ith cold w ater and straighten 
leaves upw ards. 
Pill 
container 
w ith cold, fresh water. 


Bare Root Planting Time 
Coming—That Means Roses 


Bare root planting season a p ­ 
proaches 
and 
th a t 
of 
course 
m eans it’s time to plant roses— 
lovely grandiflora, tea. floribun­ 
da or climbing roses in the new­ 
est or oldest varieties depending 
upon your tastes. 


The two m ost im portant as­ 
pects of rose culture are selecting 
of healthy top grade rose plants 
in the first place and following 
the proper planting procedure. 
T here are three grades of roses 
to choose from, graded accord­ 
ing to th e num ber of canes on a 
plant, the length, plum pness and 
age of the canes. I t’s the wise 
gardener who selects the best for 
he will have more dependable 
perform ances from top graded 
roses. 
Once th e proper selection is 
m ade the gardener should p re­ 
pare the planting hole and well 
in advance of planting time. Give 
roses an open area. In California 
a full day of sun 's best, while 
half a day, preferably the m orn­ 
ing, 
is 
sufficient 
in 
Arizona. 


D A V IS C O N C L A V E 


M ake 
sure 
the 
soil 
is 
well 
drained and not too acid or a l­ 
kaline. 
Dig the hole two feet 
deep and 18 inches or so across. 
Add to the surface soil peat and 
leaf mold. Build a m ound of d irt 
in the center of the hole and 
set the rose plan t on it with the 
plan t 
roots spread over 
the 
mound. For California, the bud 
union should be ju st above the 
ground. Fill in around the plant, 
firm the soil w ith your feet and 
w ater thoroughly. 
Because there are so m any 
types of roses you can p lan t them 
in m any situations in your gar­ 
den. Clim bers are naturals for 
fences and arbors, of course. Tree 
roses are effective lining a wall 
and th e floribundas w ith their 
m asses of bloom m ake beautiful 
low shrubs, 
borders 
and loose 
hedges. 
W hatever garden role you give 
your new rose plants this year 
follow your nurserym an's advice 
for successful rose plants; choose 
top grade plants and plant them 
carefully and properly.

Petunias again lead the list in 
popularity am ong gardeners. Ac­ 
cording to official records, pe­ 
tu n ias ran k along - w ith 
m ari­ 
golds and zinnias as the “big 
th re e” of the annual world. C on­ 
sequently, 
seedsmen 
have 
re ­ 
doubled th eir efforts in th e past 
few years to give you hom e g ar­ 
deners the best hybrids possible. 
F ire D ance is the nam e of the 
only All-Am erica aw ard-w inning 
annual for 1956. I t’s a rich sal­ 
m on-scarlet in 
color 
an d 
the 
plain red is enhanced by large, 
flashlight yellow’ throats. 
T he 
“large flashlight yellow th ro a t” 
description comes from the pub­ 
licity m an who w rote th e re ­ 
lease—not me! This is the first 
tim e I ’ve ever 
seen a 
flower 
com pared to a battery-operated 
torch! Anyway, the petals are 
delicately ruffled 
and 
fringed, 
and the flowers are over three 
inches 
across, 
and 
apparently 
are very heavily borne on low- 
growing plants about a foot hgih. 
Fire Dance is a bedding v ari­ 
ety of petunia, but it can be 
used for m any purposes. 
This 
versatile All-America w inner for 
‘56 can be used in clumps, border 
or ribbon beds, 
pots, 
window 
boxes, foundation plantings, and 
in mixed borders. 
It provides excellent cut flow­ 
ers for the house, too. T he blooms 
possess a delicate fragrance. 
A 
package of seeds will provide up 
to a hundred plants—and you’ll 
have a lot of fun while bringing 
them along from the seed to the 
blooming stage. 
O ther improved 
varieties 
of 
petunias w orth considering for 
your garden this season include 
Paleface, a lovely pure w hite F -l 
hybrid; Comanche, described by 
the originator as being the "red­ 
dest of all petunias.” 
The last two are F -l hybrids, 
too. 
T heir hybrid vigor m akes 
them far superior in grow th and 
bloom, well 
w orth 
the 
slight 
extra difference in costs of seeds 
over comm on petunias. 
As always, there's a shortage 
on the m arket the first season of 
th e 
im proved 
flowers. 
Even 
though you m ay not be planting 
th em for another three weeks 
or so, it’s a good idea to buy 
these seeds now to m ake sure 
th a t you will not lose.

One of the most debated sub­ 
jects in gardening circles is when 
to prune and how much.

cut everything in sight. 


Simply stated, you can define 
pruning as just rem oving those 
parts of a p lan t th a t appear su ­ 
perfluous 
O ne of the m ost im ­ 
p o rtan t reasons for pruning is 
to get rid of dead and diseased 
wood. Once these undesired sec­ 
tions are removed, th e plant will 
not only look better but will e n ­ 
joy better h ealth ; in addition, 
you will minim ize any danger of 
the disease spreading.

growth, and, as a m atter of fact, 
you can shape this new grow th 
as you wish. Roses, for exam ple, 
are usually trim m ed to an o u t­ 
side bud, th is technique encour­ 
aging laterals to spread out.

Subjects th a t are pruned 
back heavily usually flower w ith 
greater productivity the follow­ 
ing season. T h is seem s especial­ 
ly true of deciduous stock. How­ 
ever, if ju st before the flowering 
period the p la n t is disbranched 
and 
disbudded 
th en 
all 
the 
strength will be diverted into a 
few flowers w hich will be larger. 
Periodic rem oval of flowers to 
prevent th eir going to seed is 
also closely associated w ith the 
pruning process. 
Allowing th e 
flower to form seed taxes the 
p la n t’s energy; strength is thus 
used up th a t if flowers were cut 
off, would be utilized in the m ak­ 
ing of m ore flowers. 


Hedges should be trim m ed fre­ 
quently enough to prevent ex­ 
cessive grow th tow ards the cen­ 
ter of the p la n t and also to p re­ 
serve a neat, orderly appearance. 
M ost evergreens react favorably 
to being cut back. This is cer­ 
tainly true of such well known 
and popular hedges as privets, 
m yrtus com m unis, eugenias and 
abelias.

6,000 Victims

Protestant church leaders of 
Northern 
California 
met 
two 
weeks ago to consider ways and 
means of how best to furnish aid 
during the flood relief emergency 
and rehabilitation, and how to 
cooperate with existing agencies. 
The luncheon meeting was held 
in the offices of the San Fran ­ 
cisco Council of Churches, with 
the Rev. John Wilkins, ’¡resident 
of the Northern Califonua-Nev- 
ada Council of Churches pre­ 
siding. Field reports were made 
on flood relief operations being 
carried out by the American Red 
Cross, the Salvation Army and 
Church World Service. 
Paul M. Moore, deputy man­ 
ager of the Pacific area of the 
American Red Crass, 
reported 
that more than 6,000 families 
will receive assistance from the 
Red Cross at a cost of at least 
five 
million 
dollars. 
To 
help 
finance this disaster operation, 
the Red Cross has launched a 
fund appeal. Gifts may be ad­ 
dressed "Western States Floods” 
and send to your local Red Cross 
chapter.” 
Maj. Harold G. Barry, public 
relations secretary for the West­ 
ern States Division of the Sal­ 
vation Army, reported the deep 
appreciation 
of 
those 
working 
with flood relief for the over­ 
whelming response to the call for 
clothing. 
He 
emphasized 
that 
there is now no further need for 
such 
contributions. 
Financial 
gifts for flood relief are welcome 
and will be received at local cen­ 
ters for the Salvation Army.
